DOUGHTY UP FOR TRIAL 


TORONTO, Dec, 30, — John 
Doughty was committed by Magistrate 
Geo, T, Dennison this afternoon for 
trial at the next session on a charge 
of etealing Victory bonds to tho 
amount of $195,000, the property of 
Ambrose J. Small, wealtay theatre 
owner of th's city, who has been miss- 
ing alnce December 3, 1919. 

A more eerious charge against 
Doughty, that of “conepiring and con- 
federating and agreeing with others 
to kidnap” Ambrose Small, was par- 
tlally heara at tho police court thia 
afternoon and will be conciuded next 
Monday. 

Doughty has been Ambrose Smal!'e 
secretary for many years, end when 
Small gold the Grand Opera House 
here to Trans:Canada Theatres, lAm- 
ited, a position was made for 
Doughty with the purchasers in 
Montreal at $75 a week, considerably 
morr than he had received from Mr.

1919, I left the Grand Opera House 
about 6.10 p.m., to the best of my 
recollection, I believe that my 
nepiews, Douglas Doughty anu 
George Lovett, who reside with my 
water, arrived about 6.45 pm, I also 
made my home with my eis(er at 
Kingswood Road, We then haa eup- 
per and I packed my grips to go to 
Montreal, leaving the house at 9 p.m.

Detective Mitchell told of finding 
the bonde at the home of Doughty's 
ester on Kingswood Road. The pris- 
oner’s brothers had told him where to 
search for them and the accused had 
showed eome surprise at the bonds 
being in ¢he house as he said he had 
xiven them to his sister to put in the 
safety deposit vault. 

Detective Mitchell continued to 
read Doughty's statement as follows. 

“After taking up my new position 
in Montreal, iwo or three days after 
my arrival, I think, Mr. Edwards of 
the Trans-Canada Theatres, Limited, 
mentioned he did not hear from Mr, 
Small, I eaid probably, ‘Were you

irather eccentric and felt if the bonds

“As time passed on and Mr, Small 
| aia not appear, I placed then in a 
|eafety deposit vault in Toronto and, 
| knowing it would be found out later 
lthat the bonds had disappeared and 
l that I mighit be charged with the theft 
‘of them, I simply could not stand it 
any longer. 

“TI made up my mind on the spur of 
the moment, and got out of the coun- 
try ag far as I could get until the 
matter of Mr. Small's disappearance 
was cleared up. The longer I was 
away, tthe worse it seemed to me, as I 
felt it would be far better to have 
{handed in these bonds when I first 
jheard of Mr. Small's disappearance. 
These bonds are at present in the Tor- 
onto General Trust Company, in a 
safety deposit box, which I wif hand 
back to you when I get back to Tor- 
onto.

RATIONAL OPTIMISM NEEDED - 


~ FOR SUCCESS IN COMING YEAR 


Considering the general situation, there are reasons for 
now looking forward to rational optimism, aud the worst is 
over in many directions. We can also assist this condition 
by not being too pessimistic and acting on the assumption 
that nothing but demoralization is within sight. 

The crucial stage@in the money market has passed, Call 
money rates have sold as low at 41-2 and 5%, whereas at 
different times in the early fall months it went as high as 
80%, and time money has alsod begun to permanently ease 
off. There is a gradual improvement in the reserves in both 
the Canadian and American banks, and the loans for specu- 
lative purposes have been very materially reduced, and, 
with the quiet industrial situation #hat will continue for a 
short time at least there cannot help but be a further accum- 
ulation of these reserves, which will tend to cheaper money 
and allow for further financing for lecitimate reanirements, 

The stock market hag probabiy definitely turned upwards 
after its spasm of violent weakness which carried quotations to 
levels which attracted numerous investors. Many of our higher 
class of stocks are today on the bargain counter. 

As money becomes more plentiful it is logical to look for 
an upward movement, especially as there is rather a widespread 
belief that genera! business conditions will be distinctly improved 

«within a few months. 

The tidal wave of cancellations has spent itself. Retail busi- 
ness has been surprisingly good of late, and ulthough it has 
been largely holiday trade, nevertheless it is becoming clearer 
and clearer that the public have many requirements which they 
will proceed to fill as prices become more attractive, 

Efforts to maintain prices unjustified by replacements costs 
are likely to be abandoned immediately following the holiday sea- 
son, and if the response to lower prices is satisfactory the com- 
plexion of the whole business situation will change, 

Those who are becoming panicky should reckon how 
thorough-going the readjustment all over has been in many im- 
portant directions, 

Wheat is selling at nearly half what it cost early in the 
year, Oats are down still further. Flour has fallen almost 50 
per cent. Coffee it down about 70 per cent. Sugar has fallen 
from 26c to 14c, and commodities are all down very substan@ally.

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Mayor Duggan’s Message to 
the People of Edmonton 


To the Citizens of Edmonton; . 


In coming to. you on an occasion of this kind, with goou 
wishes for your health, contentment, and prosperity during 
the yoar 1921, I do so with feelings of deep sincerity and with 
the hope that the year at. whose threshold we stand, may be 
one of tho best, atid happiest, and most successful that you— 
as Edmonton citizens—have yet known, 

I believe that the Mayor’s New Year message, while 
couched in ierms expressive of the enduring optimiam which 
is characteristic of Kdmonton and the west, should also contain 
4 note of seriousness as well as optimism, 

Some of the greater probiems which We all expected would 
be dissipated with the ciose of the war, have not yet been 
solved, and in the western cities, and mote especialy in our 
own, they touch the whole life of our community in a vital way.

Large Losses in Province—Causes More or Less Unknown—Tho"?7'i' 


Offers Best Insurance Against Loss of Young Stock,

Goltre and hairleesness and a close- 
lly related weakness in the new-born 
lambs, pigs, calves and colts have 
been a matter of observation and in- 
guiry over the most of agricultural 
| Alberta this past year. During 1929 
the most of the loss occurred north of 
the ©. N. R. Brazeau-Stettier line and 
ithe Battle River, the Edmonton dis- 
tricts generally, the Pembina and 
Saskatchewan valleys, and in isolated 
instances from Athabasce across coun- 
try to the Provost auvin district. 
Generally, moving east, the distances 
of goitre affection became more scat- 
tered afthough inquiry would usually 
ascertain some loss in previous years 
{fn the more thickly settled agricul- 
tural communities. Gottre has been 
established to our personal knowledge 
this season as far east as Indian Head, 
Saskatchewan, as far north as Spirit 
River und the Grande Prairie and Bear 

Lake sections of the Peace Riwr dis- 
| trict, and we have reliable reports of 

losses from goitre and hairlessness 
‘among young pigs in the B.C, country 

east of Prince Rupert, while in the 
south country there have been scat- 
' tered losses all the way to the Mon- 
tana boundury, particularly in the 
foothills, 

Some neighborhoods have been re- 
markably free from this trouble while 
in othed neighborhoods continued loss 
from year to year has shaken the con- 
fidence of farmers in thelr ability to 
lestablish permanent and successful live 
| stock enterprise. It is a disease of lo- 
ealities and even of particular farma, 
It crops up here and there and is very 
often confusingly independent of the 
nature of the methods of breeding, 
ieed or care. 


| Medical Treatment. 


The causes are obscure. A preven- 
| tive medicinal treatment seems to be 
fairly clearty tndicated. The various 
methods of feeding and care suggested 
| by those who have had local personal 
j experience with the disease are not a 
safe guide for every locality at the 
present stage of knowledge concerning 
‘it. Vatuable pointers as to methods 
jof management of stock that appear 
to induce goitre are being gathered. 
| Principles of upparently sound man- 
agement that will reduce goitre loss 
are beine evolved. However, much as 
the writer dislikes the idea of “drug- 
| ging’ as asupplement to good feed and 
care, hygiene and sanitation, as a pre- 
ventive of goitre or any other ailment, 
jthe fact remains that medicina\ treat- 
| ment offers the . best insurance at 
| present against loss of our young stock.

|certain preventive in hoes. Healthy 
normal pigs ehould result from this

;10, Am announcement of wage: ‘ias 
|mot been definitely made, but the com- 
Pany’s position on this matter is given 
as follows: 

“We feel that our employees are 
willing to make our shoes for less 
compensation than the high rates still 
prevailing. 

“We fee! that the prices now quoted 
us for our raw materials have, as 
is stated by our tanners and other ven- 
dors, reached the lowest possible 
point for some time to come. In fact, 
leather is now selling much below the 
cost of production, and probably be. 
low costs that will rule during 1921 
even with considerably reduced 
wages,” 

Considerable sums haye been lost by 
shoe manufacturers in liquidating the 
stocks of foot-wear manufactured on 
a high price basis both as to materials 
and wages. The stoppage of produc- 
tion has piled up the overhead costs 
without bringing in a_ return, since 
Plants have been at a standstill for 
some months. However, cheaper raw 
materials are now available and the 
manufacturers feel that they must 
produce their goods on a basis to sell 
* &@ price that will appeal to the pub- 
ic. 

The stocks of footwear {n manufac. 
| turers and wholesalers’ hands will be 
liquidated without loss cf time, and 
| #8 soon as these go Into consumption, 
the trade feels that the shoe business 
will be on 4 healthy basis. 

For the last few months there has 
been no definite market price. The 
holders of shoes have been selling at 
whatever prices they could secure. By 
stabilizing the price the Montreal firm 
in question believes that a normal con- 
sumer’s demand will assert itself, and 
there will he scone trade to keep the 
shoo workers welf employed at fair 
and reasonable wages.

HARD WORK, CAREFUL PLANNING 
AND COOPERATION IS NEEDED 


Looking. back over 1920 we find that the year opened 
with conditions prevailing very similar to the previous year. 
Business while on a very unstable foundation was still appar- 
ently flourishing, the false stimulant of extravagant exjendi- 
tures particularly noticeable after the signing of the armis- 
tice being still in full swing. 

During the forepart of the year observers were looking 
ahead with considerable apprehension to the invevitable 
period when the gulf between abnorinal prices of all com- 
modities and the new level wherever that might be would 
have to be bridged. It was not clear just exactly when this 
drop would occur, and it was hoped that while for the good 
of producer and consumer alike, the priges of commodities 
and therefore the cost of living would come down, it woud 
have been better had this transition taken place in a more 
gradual manner and ihe effort was to do just this. Like a 
stone starting down hill, however, this movement gained mo- 
mentum until business conditions have been created whieh 
are very difficult and will doubtless result in a considerable 
number of failures with the coincident unemployment. 

The market for all commodities might be described as a 
hesitating market; that is, the public seeing the prices start- 
ing to fall are holding back in anticipation of a further drop, 
and while one would hesitate to encourage anything but 
very modest expenditures at\this time, yet it would seem that 
careful discriminating buying might now be done for the 
benefit of all. Great care should, however, be exercised to 
see to it that wherever possible commodities produced in this 
country have the preference, as we must keep the wheels of 
commerce turning to get safely across the trying period in 
which we now find ourselves. This period had to come, how- 
ever, and imen of resource and determination will weleome 
the fact that we are in the middle of the fight instead of fear- 
ing it as au unknewn factor in the future. ; 

We have all been sobered by the events of the last few 
months, but we may look back upon the past year with the 
full knowledge that we have come through at least as well 
if not indeed better than any other nation, and in a world in 
turmoil this is surely a cause for thanksgiving. 

What we need and all we need for the coming year is 
hard work, careful planning .nd co-operation, and by co- 
operation I mean the determination of each and every one of 
us to stand shoulder to shoulder for the common weal. Given 
this we may say with great hope indeed—‘‘A Happy and 
Prosperous New Year.”’

EDMONTON TO SUFFER LITTLE 
FROM READJUSTMENT PERIOD 


The year just ending was marked by an active demand 
in the spring for houses at advancing prices, and by a larger 
amount of building than had taken place since 1914. Owing 
however, to the uncertainty as to the stability of material 
and labor costs, several building projects were abandoned 
for the time being. 

The tendency toward the centralization of retail business 
in the vicinity of First street and Jasper continued through 
the present year. ‘ 

We are of the opinion that, because, as a community, we 
shared little of the prosperity created by war conditions 
which so stimulated Eastern cities, so we will suffer less 
from the period of readjustment which is now taking place. 

The decline in the prices of all farm products has quite 
naturally created a feeling of quietness in the country tribu- 
tary to Edmonton, but the curtailing of credits by the banks 
has largely prevented an over-accumulation of merchandise. 

Oil developments in the North country will undoubtedly 
result in a certain amount of activity in Edmonton in the 
coming spring. The volume and duration of this benefit 
it is hard to estimate, and will depend upon whether or not 
further strikes of oil are made.

business structure of this city and country, 

All authorities seem to agree that we are on the eve of 
renewed immigration on a large scale. If this materializes 
in the spring the depression which we are experiencing in 
common with the rest of the world, but to 2 minor degree, 
may easily be converted into a real betterment of our posi- 
tion over that at any time since the collapse of the pre-war 


boom.
